Starts in a Cottags. 


The fire started in » cottage near the 


Southern Pncilic railroad tracks soon 
after midnight. Us origin has not been 
definitely established. 
A roaring wind 


picked up the. flumes and hurled them to 


neighboring 
houses.

these 
ignited, spouting 


great columns of sparks. Seizing these, 
the forty mile gale carried them two 
and three blocks. Within half an hour 
after the fire broke out a great area of 
small residences was in llames. 


It spread rapidly to manufacturing 


plants that bordered on cottages ami 
boarding houses, 
where 
hundreds of 


workingmen lived. 
The lire spread so 


rapidly that llrcmen for the. time aban- 
doned attempts to check the flames, in- 
stead devoting their energies to aiding 
householders.

DU1U AT HOT 


Fort Wayne Man Had Retired /; Few 


o^yter^^ 
in Railroad Work. 


Joshua B: Barnes, of this city, former j: 


general superintendent of motive power 
of the \Vabash railroad and.for many 
years conspicuous in the railroad world, 
died at a o'clock Tuesday afternoon at 
Hot Springs. Ark., whither,, with Mrs. 
Barnes, lie had gone in Xoveniber to1 


spend the winter.'1 


Mr. Barnes was about .73 years of age, 


and his death followed an operation for 
kidney affection to which he submitted 
on Sunday. News, of liis death came in 
a telegram from his stepson, Dr. W. W.. 
Shrybck, who left last Friday morning 
for Hot Springs in rc-sponse to a tele- 
gram announcing Mr. Barnes' illness. 


Veteran Railroad Man. 


Mr. Barnes was -a veteran railroad 


man. his railroad service in Fort Wayne 
having begun more than half a century 
ago, but for the past six years be had 
been retired from active work, return- 
ing at that time to make his home >.n 


• Fort Wayne, where many of the earlier 
years of his life had been spent. 
He 


was a man of considerable means, and 
was the owner of the Barnes building on 
West Berry street, occupied by the 
Wolf & Dessauer store, as well as other 
realty and financial interjsts. 


.He is survived by his widow,,his step- 


son, Dr. W. W. Shryock, and an adopted 
daughter. Mrs. Dora Lumsden, of De- 


troit. There is also a brother residing 
at Dos Moines, and a sister who is also 
in the west. 


Funeral Services Here. 


The remains will be brought to Fort 


Wayne for funeral services and inter- 
nment in the family lot at Lindenwood. 
Mrs. Barnes is in very frail health, and 
it is regarded as doubtful whether or 
not she will be able to undertake .the 
trip home at this time. It was on ac- 
count of Mrs. Barnes' precarious health 
that -Mr: '• snd Mrs. Barnes left Fort 
Wayne in Jlbvember to spend the win- 
ter at Hot Springs, escaping the rigors 
of the winters here, as had been their 
custom for. several years. 


Shortly before their departure Mr. 


Barnes underwent a surgical operation 
in this city, but the attack which result- 
ed in his death is believed to have had 
no connection with his former illness. 
He. had been planning an early return 
to, this city ^.to consult his family phy- 
sician when stricken by the kidney affec- 
tion little more than.a week ago. 


Was Native of England. 


Mr. Barnes was a native of England, 


and .came as,a boy of about 10 vears 
with his parents to America,'the family 
'locating in St. Louis. As a.young man 
he learned the .trade of machinist, and 
more than fifty years ago tame to Fort

NATIONS TO FIGHT NARCOTICS. 


What tin- leading nations of the world-consider 


Ihft most effective means of stamping out evils of 
the traffic in opium, cocaine, morphine and other 
narcotics has been made public in the conclusions 
reached by the International Opium -Convent ion at 
The Hague, signed January 2.'3, by the plenipoten- 
tiaries of ilio Tn'iti-il States. China. France. Ger- 
many, Genii Britain. Holland. Italy, Japan, Persia, 
Portugal and Sinm. 


The convention 
contains 
twenty-six 
articles 


wherein the powers jointly provide menus for the 
extinction of the traffic. 
The contracting powers 


undertake to limit the number of towns, ports and 
other localities where the exportation or importa- 
tion of raw opium shall be permitted. Every parcel 
containing raw opium for exportation must hence- 
forth be marked in such manner as to indicate its 
contents. 


Measures for the suppression of the manufacture, 


internal commerce and use of prepared opium arc 
to ho enforced. Measures are to be taken for tho 
regulation of the internal and international traffic 
in medicinal opium, morphine, cocaine and their 
salts, derivatives and preparations. 


The powers pledge themselves to take such meas- 


ures in conjunction with China as arc necessary to 
prevent the contraband entrance into Chinese ter- 
ritory of the drugs. 


This may be the beginning of the end of a long 


fight, in which China has borne a conspicuous part 
and in which Great Britain has not shone with 
credit, to blot out this curse which has spread from 
the orient around the world. It may well engage the 
nations to find a means by which to' unite for 
destruction of the traffic.

PUBPOSED TO AID A SOLUTION. 


It was in the design of those who suggested and 


promoted the citizens' track elevation committee 
and of those who participated in its labors to aid in 
a solution of the problems arising from grade sep- 
aration in Fort Wayne. The same thing was in the 
design of those who by signature gave endorsement 
to the committee's report and affirmative answer to 
.the questions it submitted. 


• That report, numerously signed, was filed with 
the board. The purpose was, so far as that report 
could be thought representative of public opinion 
to acquaint the board with .such opinion. While it j 
could have no compulsive force and was not meant 
to constrain the board to any sort of action, it was 
meant to give the board the support of the opinions 
of men who bad investigated and had come in a 
conclusion in their minds as to what the situation 
was and what ought to be done. 


That report of the committee lias never been with- 


drawn. It remains with the board just as potential 
as an expression of public opinion as it was the day 
it was filed. None of the statements of that report 
have been cancelled or modified. None of the sig- 
ntaures attached to it have been protested or with- 
drawn. The entire report itself stands, and those 
who endorsed it still stand by it. ,So far as that 
report is concerned it does not, seem that it has need 
of being in any way supplemented.

ft was ruthless because wages already were indecently 


ow. They are nut all low, and they Mo not lower in LUw- 
•ence than in other textile centers, but they are far lower, 
lore as elsewhere, than the cost of living and the demands 
if our \mcriciin civilization imperatively require. It was 
mmoral because the work for which these wages were paid 
had already been done, and because the method of reduction 
was that of a despotic master deciding, according to his sole 
will, the fate • of his subjects. It was ill-advised because it 
revealed to an already irritated American public the other 
side ot Schedule 1\. It showed that the woolen manufacturers 
of Lawrence and elsewhere were obtaining a high protective 
tariff under tho false pretense of benefiting American labor. 
I have rarely seen in any American city so many shivering 
men without overcoats as I have seen in the 'cloth-producing, 
town, of Lawrence, Mass. 
, 


The impression of Lawrence which I gained during my nrsc 


cvenin" was that of a besieged' city. The militia, armed with 
guns and bayonets, guarded the streets and bridges in the 
mill district and challenged all comers. 


The hulking factories, with their iron gates and massive 


doors, appeared in the semi-darkness like fortresses, and along 
the face of these mills played a strange, trembling _light 
from the search lanterns opposite. There were soldiers inside 
the mills ready to pour out volleys of lead into any storm- 
in" partv. I WHS told—though 1 do not know whether truly

Taken a* a class, they are 


among our best citizens. They have 
not been seekers, after enormous for- 
tunes; they have,been moderately and- 
Justly, prosperous, by reason, of dealing 
fairly with their, customers, competi- 
tors, and employes. The average bus- 
iness man of this type, is, as a rule, a 
leading citizen of his community, fore- 
most In everything that tells for its 
betterment, a man whom his neighbors 
look up to and respect; he is in no 
sense dangerous to his community, 
just because he is an integral part of 
his community, bone of its bone and 
flesh of 'its flesh. His life fibers are 
Intertwined with the life fibers of his 
.fellow citizens. Yet nowadays many 
men ot this kind, when they come to 
make 
necessary 
trade agreements 


with one another, find themselves In 
danger of becoming unwitting trans- 
gressors of the,law, and are at a-loss 
to know what the law forbids and 
what it permits. This is all wrong. 
There should be a fixed governmental 
policy, a policy which shall clearly de- 
fine and punish wrong-doing, and ahall 
give In advance full information to any 
man as to just what he can and just 
what he cannot legally and properly 
do. 


Control of "Big Buslnett." 


So much for the small business man. 


and the middle-sited business man; 
Now for big "business. It is. impera- 
tive to exercise over big business a 
control and supervision which Is un- 
necessary as. regards small business. 
All business must be conducted under 
the law, and all business men, big or 
little, must aot Justly. But a wicked 
big interest la necessarily more dan- 
gerous to the community than a 
wicked little interest. "Big business"

But in to far. as Its workings 
are uncertain, or/ as it threatens cor- 
porations which have been guilty of 
anti-social conduct, it does harm. 
Moreover. It cannot by Itself accom- 
ollsb more than a trifilnr Dart of th* 
governmental regulation ot big Dust- 
nets which Is needed. The nation and 
tli* state* must co-operate in this mat- 
ter. Among the states that hate en- 
tered this fl*ld Wisconsin hat taken a 
leading place. Ftllo-wtng Senator La 
Follette, a number of practical work- 
er* aad thinker* la Wisconsin have 
turned that state Into an experiment* 
al laboratory *t wise governmental **- 
tkra in aid of social and indnctrlal IB*- 
tice.

Many eminent lawyers who more or 


less frankly disbelieve In our entire 
American system of government for, 
by, and of tbe people violently an- 
tagonize this proposal. They believe, 
and sometimes assert, that the Amer- 
ican people are not fltted for popular 
government, and that It is necessary 
to keep the judiciary "independent of 
the majority or ot all the 
people;" 


that there must be no appeal to the 
people ,from the decision of a court 
In any case: and that therefore the 
judges are to be established as sover- 
eign rulers over the people. I take 
absolute issue wkn all those who hold 
such a position. I regard It as a com- 
plete negation of our whole system 
of government; and if It became the 
dominant position In this country. It 
would mean the absolute upsetting of. 
both the rights and the-rule of the 
people. 
If th* American people are 


not fit for popular government, and 
If they should of right b« the servants 
and not the masters of the nwn whom 
tber ttwmsa>lves pot In office, 
then 


Lincoln's work was wasted and the 
whole system of government upon 
which this great democratic republic 
rett* Is s. ffcihire. I betteve, on th* 
contrary, with all my heart that the 
American people are fit for eontr>!«te 


stltutlonal law. 


A decision rendered 
but a 


months ago by the court of appeal* 
.of my own state, the state of New: 
York, declared unconstitutional tin 
workmen's compensation act In thelt 
decision the judges 
admitted 
th< 


wrong and the suffering caused by the, 
practices against which the law was 
aimed. They admitted that other clr< 
illzed nations had abolished 
theM 


wrongs and practices. But they took 
the ground that the Constitution oi 
tbe United States, instead of being aa 
instrument to secure justice, had been 
ingeniously devised absolutely to pr» 
vent justice. They insisted that th* 
clause in the Constitution which for- 
bade the taking of property without. 
: due process of law forbade the' effort 
which had been made in the law to 
distribute among all the partners, in 
an enterprise the effects of the in- 
juries to life or limb of a wage-work- 
er. In other words, they insisted that 
the 
Constitution had permanently 


cursed our people with impotence to 
right wrong, and had perpetuated a 
cruel Iniquity; for cruel Iniquity Is not 
too harsh a term to use in describing; 
the law which, in the event of such an 
accident, binds the whole burden of 
crippling disaster on the shoulders 
least able to bear it—the shoulders of 
the crippled man himself, or tie dead 
man's helpless wife and children. No 
anarchist orator, ravitj against th* 
Constitution, «ver framed an Indict- 
ment to it so severe ae the«e worthy 
and well-meaning judges must-be held 
to have framed if their reasoning be 
accepted as true. 
Bat, as a matter 


of fact, their reasoning was unsound, 
•and was as repugnant to every sound 
defender of. the Constitution as to 
every ^believer In justice and right- 
cousbesa. In effect, 
their decision 


that we could not remedy these 


•wrongs unless we- amended the Con- 
stitution (not the constitution of the 
state, but the Constitution of the na- 
tion) by saying tliat property could b* 
taken without due process ot law! It 
aeems Incredible that any on« should 
be willing to taks such a position. It 
Is a position thPt ha* been condemned 
over and over again by the wisest and 
most far-seeing courts. In Its essence 
It was reversed by tlw> decision of 
state courts in states like "Washington 
and Iowa, and by tho Supreme court 
ot the nation, in «. case but a. few 
weefeg old. 


According to one of the highest 


judges then and now on tbe Supreme 
court of the natloa. we had lived for a 
hundred years under a Constitution
